Science Studies Ancient Medicines 
Can’t Explain Their Effectiveness

WASHINGTON.—Scientists of the 
Smithsonian Institution are engaged 
in an exciting search for buried 
treasures, The wealth these scien- 
tists. are seeking is not buried gold 
and jewels but something much more 
valuable—the lost medical knowledge 
of older civilizations. 

They have made some astounding 
“discoveries”—actually the re-discov- 
eries of miraculous drugs and cures 
of the medicine men of older civil- 
izations, who are clearly entitled to 
laugh at modern man. The ancient 
medicine men were much wiser fel- 
lows than we ever dreamed they 
were. 

These scientific explorers into an- 
cient civilizations are convinced there 
is a vast amount of lost knowledge 
which remains to be re-discovered. 
They give many illustrations of val- 
uable knowledge once known to man, 
which somehow was lost to the 
world or perhaps retained by a few 
tribes of savages. 

The scientists of the Smithsonian 
Institution working with members of 
the Botanical museum of Harvard, 
are now studying a South Ameri 
vine which produces an amazing 
drink called yoco. According to all 
reports this drink has astonishing 
qualities possessed by no other drug 
known to medical science. 

The Indians of Colombia for ages 
have been drinking yoco to supply 
muscular stimulation. The drink, it 
is said, enables the natives to work 
tirelessty and without food for hour 
after hour, with no fatigue or any 
sensation of hunger. 

Indians in southern Colombia and 
adjacent regions of Peru and Ecua- 
dor keep in their household a large 
supply of yoco stems. Few Indians 
ever make a long trip through the 
forest or by canoe without carrying 
two or three pieces. o 

‘I have tried yoco on many occa- 
sions,” says Richard Evans Schultes 
in his report to Harvard university, 
“and find that the statements of the 
natives regarding the stimulating and 
hunger-allaying properties are not in 
the least exaggerated. 

“I have made long trips through 
the forests, and, taking nothing but 
yoco, have felt neither fatigue nor 
hunger.” 

Yoco is so highly prized by the In- 
dians as an impertant part of their 
diet, that the growing scarcity of 
the plant is one of the causes of the 
occasional abandonment of excellent 
townsites by an entire village of In- 
dians. The Kofans of Puerto Osoina 
are one of the tribes which recently 
moved its entire village nearer to 
the wild supply. 

The remarkable quality of yoco is 
new to us, but the Indians have 
known about it for ages. This is just 
another instance where “less advanc- 
ed” people have beaten us to the 
punch in the field of medicine. May- 
be Korea will supply another illus- 
tration. 

“The North Koreans,” said an Am- 
erican army officer, “can start march-

“We've seen them run—not dog- 
trot, but run—up a 1,500-foot hill. 
Our men, as superbly trained as they 
are, just can’t do tricks like that.” 

Maybe, say the Smithsonian scien- 
tists, the medicine men of North 
Korea have some drug unknown to 
us, like yoco, for instance, _ 

It was the same story recently 
with leeches. The “cure” of certain 
diseases by drawing of blood goes 
back to the cave man. Then this 
ancient idea was scorned for centur- 
ies. 

Recently the American Geriatrics 
society was advised that leeches are 
an excellent cure for rheumatism, 
arthritis and apoplexy. They “draw 
off the infection’? and thereby clear 
“rust” from your veins, the society 
was told. ‘ 

It wasn’t until the Seventeenth 
century that we rediscovered that 


the blood is pumped by rhythmic 
beats of the heart, One of the an- 
cient ideas of the early Chinese was 
to diagnose disease by checking the 
patient's pulse. 

The complex mortality tables of 
modern insurance companies - prove 
that being overweight makes for 
poor health and shorter life. Hippo- 
crates first said the same thing mil- 
lenia ago. 

The Jivaro Indians of Ecuador pos- 
sess a secret drug they use to shrink 
human heads. Its formula is a tribal 
secret, Because the drug shrinks 
flesh, skin and cartilage evenly, the 
idea accurred to an American medi- 
cal scientist that its use might re- 
verse the process of wild growth and 
thus prove a cure for cancer. 

It required 17 years to persuade 
the Jivaros to part with the formula. 
Scientists now possess a precious 
quart of the chemical with which to 
begin experiments. 


World Competition 
For Potato Harvester 


Importance of the need to encotr- 
age the more complete and more ef- 
fective’ harvesting of potatoes by 
machinery has prompted the Royal 
Agricultural Society of England to 
open to oversea as well as U.K. en- 
tries, its £3,000 ($8,850) prize com- 
petition for potato harvesters. 

The closing date for receipt of all 
entries will be March 24th, 1951. 
Regulations and entry forms can be 
obtained from the secretary of the 
R.AS.E., at 16, Bedford Square, Lon- 
don, W.C.1. 

The competition is for machines, 
or groups of machines, that ufder- 
take the full sequence of operations 
from raising the potatoes from the 
soil to depositing them direct into 
bags or a transport vehicle. Foreign 
entries must be Capable of working 
on normal British row-widths, 

Competitors may be required to 
provide two identical machines so as 
to permit simultaneous trial in dif- 
ferent districts and under different 
conditions,

Expedition Brings Back Rock 
Containing Uranium Oxide And 
Copper From Northern Sask. 


SASKATOON. — Stored in protectively lead-lined padlocked 
boxes in a vault in downtown Saskatoon are pieces of rock, heavy 
with uranium oxide and rich in showings of copper. Some of 
these were brought back just before Christmas by five Saskatoon 
men who found them north of Camsell Portage, in the extreme 
northwest of Saskatchewan. 

To get them, they motored 250 
miles from Saskatoon to the settle- 
ment of Lac la Ronge, then flew some 


ern Navigation Company barges and 
taken to Waterways, 350 miles 
southwest across Lake Athabasca, 


500 miles north and west to the north 
shore of Lake Athabasca, north of 
the 59th parallel, to land at Camsell

The main purpose of planning in 
flowers and shrubbery is to keep the 
big things at the back and the little 
things in front, so that nothing will 
be hidden, As for spacing it is a 
good general rule to allow half as 
much room between plants as these 
will be at maturity. That means a 
few inches for little things like alys- 
sum, dwarf marigolds and such, and 
up to two to three feet for small 
shrubs and much more for the larger 
things and trees. In vegetables it is 
advisable to allow from one foot to 
three between the rows, depending 
on size at maturity and whether or 
not cultivation is to be by hand or 
with a garden tractor, Where space 
is limited some room can be saved 
by putting trailing things over 
fences or around the edge of the 
vegetable garden, 

First Jobs 

There are, however, some outdoor 
jobs that can be started almost any 
time. One of the first will-be Jawn 
repairs or the starting of new ones. 
Grass seed makes its best gréwth 
in cool weather, in fact it must be 
sown just as soon as the soil can be 
worked. Sweet peas also must go in 
early for best results. They need 
to develop their deep growth before 
the weather gets warm. If a hot- 
bed is attempted one should get a 
government bulletin right away on 
how to build it.
